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Dr. Richard C. Haskett, associate professor of American histoiy at the George

The grant will support Dr. Haskett's research for a book built around the 
career of William Paterson, lawyer. Constitution-writer, Attorney General and 
Governor of the state of New Jersey, and Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, whose life spanned the Revolutionary period, from 171*5 to 1806* 

The book, which will be entitled William Paterson: A Study in Early American 
Political and Legal History , will examine Paterson’s legal and public career, 
viewing the rise of the legal profession, the character of the lawyer and his 
special political power, and the relationship of the two, particularly Paterson’s 
part in this mixture of politics and law. 

Dr. Haskett's doctoral dissertation was concerned with William Paterson, 
and his interest in the character and power of the man has steadily increased* 

About one-half of the material for the proposed book has already been collected, 
and articles based on the research have appeared in the William and Mary 
Quarterly and the American Historical Review . 

Dr. Haskett, who lives at 117 Sexe Grove Avenue, Washington Grove, Maryland, 
has been a member of the George Washington faculty since 1 9b9» He holds the degrees 
of Bachelor of Arts and Master of Arts from the University of Indiana, and 
Master of Arts and Doctor of Philosophy from Princeton. He is a lietuenant in 
the U. S. Naval Reserve, having served four years on active duty during World
